But if be were 
hurt through the wrongful act, de- 
fect or neglect of that employer, he 
could sue him, and the employer 
as a defense could plead three ^things 
known as the common law defenses, i 
These were, first, that the employe

third.'tha; the injured man through 
his own negligence contributed 
to 


his injury. 
"And these defenses were gooa as 


against the injured man, and if they 
•were established, no recovery could 
be had against the employer. That 
law was the law in Ohio for many 
years. This allowed the legal repre- 
sentatives of a. killed man to main- 
tain action for his death. Such re- 
covery was not allowable under the 
common law. 
Other modifications 


of the statute had to do with 
the 
safeguarding of certain dangerous 
machinery. Two years ago, In 1910. 
•was enacted what was known as the 
Morris law. I; defined, in the eyes 
o* the courts, the meaning of 
the 
term "fellow servant,' by sayiag that 
anyone having charge of men, who 
bad the right from his employer to 
issue orders to workmen, ceased to 
be a workman and became an agent 
of the employer. This introduced 
the new negligence, namely- 'compar- 
ative negLgence,' and it became a 
question as to which was the "most 
at fault.

Washington, Dec. 31. — [Special ] — 


Grosveaor, he ivhom 
Champ Clarfc called -'Old Fibers," in- 
troduced in the house a t>H! providing 
for the proper branding of woolen 
goods and penalizing manufacturers or 
shippers who w:it shoddy or other 
goods under faise names from one 
state to another. By use of the later- 
state commerce provision in the con- 
stitution he \vas going "to prevent the 
misbranding ,o£ woolen goods, just us 
later the misbraiiding of food and 
drugs was stopped. 


Congressman Olfifield of Arkansas 


has a bill to dojthe same vrith rubber 
goods which Grosrenor proposed 10 do 
with woolens. A man has been elect- 
ed to congress in Michigan whose issue 
•was that he purposed to stop false 
dealing in woolen and leather goods.

with them- Former Senator Beveridge 
had an experience when he undertook 
to prevent interstate shipments of 
goods made by child labor. Those who 
have tried to prevent the shipment of 
convict made goods have always found 
defenders of the constitution on guard 
ready to show that no such laws should 
be passed, because they not only inter- 
fere "with the police powers of the 
state, bat stretch the interstate com- 
merce clause to the breaking point 


If any sach law shall ever be passed 


and held constitutional it TviU let down 
the bars for a. fiaod of propositions for 
the regulation of different kinds of 
busiuobs. 
It wiil give the United 


States such super vision-over business 
as never -was contemplated a few years 
ago. 
For that reason congress -will 


fight shy of such legislation. 


Impeachment OP Recall. 


Lawyers say thej:-are surprised to 


find men who asge*% fnatsentiment de- 
mands the impeachipent of Judge 
Archbald, even if the charges against 
him scarcely warrant such, an extreme 
penalty. "Archbald ought to resign," 
said one lawyer. "He ought noFto be 
on the bench. But the charges against 
Mm are not snch as to warrant his re- 
moval. The trouble is that many 'men 
in congress say that if they do not im- 
peach Arehbald it will greatly increase 
the demand for the recall 'of judges." 


Of course, if a judge ought not to be 


on the bench and he will not resign, 
then what ought to be done? That is 
why ciere are impeachment proceed- 
ings. And the man is right in saying 
that a.great impetus will be given to 
the recall if the impeachment fails. 


Pocahontas of Virginia.

Figured on a basis of 25,- 
000 population, this averages a loss 
of 96 cents" for each person in the 
city. Insurance people consider this 
a T«3r low rate of loss.
